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TOUR REPORT: 
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Here’s a part of a tour report that Fix wrote after touring with 
Mever Built Ruins. We only translated the parts where's he's 
telling stories from Romania. Here it is... 


We had to leave early in the morning because we had to 
A drive for almost 700km to Bucharest, I was warned about 

the Romanian roads, so I was expecting the worst, seeing 
how it also stared to snow, Regardiess, the Bulgarian roads 
were ok despite the snow and we made sotne progress, We 
W Y ™ X ', * . even saw a wolf at one of the stops, The chaos started at 

* ;lk A - ^ ' - ttie Romanian b° r der. Unexpectedly , we found ourselves at 
3' \. half a meter from a jammed roundabout where trucks and 
- other cars were drîving chaoticaiiy on one lane. 

As I found aut later on the road, it is better to drive like 
the locals, but I just couldnt let myself înto that jam, Eventually 
a cop came over and asked us îf we were crazy, I just said we were drîving 
like the locals and it is not our fault- The problem was a bridge that was under 
re pair. We had to wait for almost 2 hours. 

In Bucharest we found the venue thanks to the promoter, Paul, who guided us. The 
Underworld Club is actually a bar with a very cool basement. It is owned by a guy from 
Molotov Cocktail, who moved back to Romania. There we met "Depp", a talkative guy with 
a surfer accent, that later helped me maneuver through the snow and ice, A local metal 
punk bând, Mediocracv , opened the show. They waited patiently for our arh val as they 
need some of our stufr to play. 

I was very relieved when Heikko told me he was going to drive next, seeing how we had 
a 13 hour trip ahead of us* So now I could drink a beer peacefully. The show was great, 
the crowd was awesome despite the fact it was a Sunday night, There was hardly a song 
where someone wasn't stage dîvîng, But people told thîs was nothing compared to how 
Cluj was going to be. 

After the show, Depp came with us, and after borrowing some money from Heikko, 
bought some vodka for the after party, He came back with an încredîbly smalţ bottle, 
When we got to the sleeping place, the guys quickly stormed the bathroom whîle I was 
supposed to rest from the 10 hour drive and learn how to say "thank you" in Romanian, 
There Depp asked for the keys to the van to retrieve his Cola bottle. He just took off with 
the keys and disappeared for what seemed forever. Shit. When Heikko realized this he 
went to sleep in the van, I was trying to convinee the locals to caii him and Tind out where 
he mîght be. Apparently the Idiot got lost At this point I just wanted to sleep, but I had 
to stay up to wait for Depp, Meanwhile a drunk couple sneaked in my sleeping bag and 
stole my couch, Eventually everything worked out, Depp came back and I fell asleep on 
the mattress Heikko left behind.

Reiecting things is just the easy way* Sometimes, it f s a taboo 
to critîcize the D.LY as we consider it as our last standing caste. But, 
without the criticism we wont be able to find what's wrong and Hx it. As, a 
bând, we want to play for both reasons I just mentioned* You can reach 
more people who don't know about this way of thinking and approach 
them. Maybe. theyll get something and wilf reconsider about certain stufT. 
The process to decide where to play is different every time, it depends on

THE BUCHAREST 

What al way s made me wonder about 
right wing politics is how quickly and 
conveniently they can turn pcople into mere 
statistics. The dehumanization and lack of 
empathy seems at times unbelievable. 
Everyone wbo wasnt born on this iand is 
nothing but an immigrant and the victims 
abroad are nothing but mere numbers, 
casualties of war. The fear of diversity, the 
fear of change and progression. Its stunning 
for me that people can sometimes be so 
cruel. And for what? To protect some 
outdated living mechanisms which 
obviously are failing to ensure a ştab le, 
sustainable life, even more contributing to 
tlie downfail of modern sodety. Its not a 
myfh anymore that this way of living is 
flawed. So flawed tbat wben it will 
eventually fa 11 it will probablv takes us with 
it. 


Corneliu Zelea Codreanu founded the 
“Legion of the Archangel Michael” It was an 
ultra naţionalist, anti-Semitic movement 
with strong orthodox Ch rişti an views. It 
later changed ifs name to the Iron Guard 
(which at first was a military branch of the 
organization). They supported Nazi 
Germany. Countless acts of murder took 
place in the name of naţionalism and the 
christian curch. Between 1940 and 1944, 
close to 350,000 Jews were murdered in 
Romani a. 

THE BUCHAREST POGROM 


But the reason behind these words is 
not to offer a critique of capitalism, fascism 
or our so-called democracy. No, the reason 
behind this text is to offer an example to 
some of the crimes that rose from this 
deeply flawed way of thinking. Some things 
that are close to home, but not so often 
discussed. 

You dont hear a lot in school about the 
legi on nai re movement in Romani a. Our 
history classes have a way of burying 
unpleasant events and/or people. Its not 
surprising when you come to think about it. 
The role of the public school is to raise and 
“educate” a proud member of society , 
another wheel in the state machine. So 
crimes done in the name of the state are best 
kept a way from young, impressionable 
minds. We wouldnt what kids to actually 
question the valid ity r of the state or why 
some bullshit imaginary line is keeping us 
apart from our fellow men. 

The legionnaire movement in Romania 
started somewiiere around 1927 when 


On January 20, 1941, The Iron Guard 
launched a rebeli ion in order to overthrow 
General Antonescu. A fler three days of 
brutal Street fighting, the push was crushed 
by the Generafs army, but only after the 
rebellion erupted into a vicious pogrom. 

Tlie Bucharest Pogrom w r as not a si de 
effect of the rebellion, but a parallel event, 
purposefully organized to give legitimacy to 
the rebellion, and to equate the 
Legionnaires' opponents with Jew 
sympathizers. Many part ies took part in the 
riots against the Jew r s: police offîcers loyal to 
the Legionnaires, various Legionnaire 
organizations, the workers' union, student 
union, high-school students, Gypsies, and 
criminals. 

The masses stormed Jewish homes, 
synagogues, and other institutions. The 
Legionnaires' headquarters became tor tu re 
centers, and Jews kidnapped from their 
homes were brought to them. Jews' homes 
were set on fire, and the Jew r s themselves 



were contentrated in places where they 
could be tortured to take tlieir property, and 
women raped. Jews were murdered at 
rând om, but also at planned execut ions. 
Some Jews were thrown from the top floors 
of the police headquarters building, and 
others killed in the slaughterhouse. 



The acts that took place are of 
unspeakable horror and one has to wonder 
what kind of human being can justify such 
slaughter, or even more, support suth 
butchers to this day. Through the many 
barbarie acts of torture one stands out, the 
slaughter house episode. 

At dawn, on January 23, 1941, a truck 
from the Podsudeck sausage factory was 
loaded with fifteen of the Jews that had been 
held under ar rest at the Police P refec tu re, 
They were driven to the city slaughterhouse. 
At the inquiry foliowing the Legionary 
Rebellion, Reserve Lieutenant I. N. 
Via des cu, the military prosecutor, revealed 
bis report about these events: 

"TO THE ABATTOIR: Under the pretext of 
acting against a movement of a pohticai 
n atu re, the Legionnaires committed mass 
murder at the city slaughterhouse, at 
Ban casa. More than a hundred people were 
butchered. Some were found with tlieir 
bellies deeply cut open by the despitable 


assassins, who used butchcr knives for this 
purpose. As masters in the art of torture, 
they had taken the intestines they had torn 
out of their victims 1 bodies and tied them 
like net kt ies around their necks. While this 
carnage took place inside the 
slaughterhouse, outside a large number of 
Legionnaires were singing and making a 
motkery of Jewish psalms and prayers. The 
German military attache in Bucharest was 
tollecting tasualty report s. 

In one of bis memoranda he wrote Tn 
the Bucharest morgue one tan see hundreds 
of corpses, but they are mostly Jews\ 
Reports from Jewish sources state that the 
victims had not merely been killed, but they 
had been butchered. They could no longer 
be identified as human bodies. In the 
municipal slaughterhouse, parts of bodies 
were hanging on hooks like carcasses of 
cattle. One witness saw a girl of about five 
hanging by her feet like a calf, her entire 
body was drenthed in blood". 

Virgil Gheorghiu later w r rote: 

"In the big hali of the slaughterhouse, 
where cattle are hanged up in order to be 
cut, were now human naked torpses ... On 
some of the corpses w r as the inscnption 
"kosherThere were Jewish corpses. ... My 
soul w r as stained. I was ashamed of myself 
Ashamed being Romanian, like criminals of 
the Iron Guard". 

During the pogrom, 125 Bucharest 
Jew r s were murdered: 120 bodies w r ere 
eventually counted, and five never found. 
Other Jews, not from the Bucharest 
community, who happened to be in 
Bucharest at the time, may have also been 
killed. To this day, the Legionnaries, the 
Romanian equivalent of the Nazi Party, and 
the antiscmitic press in Romania prociaim 
that the ^Legionnaries did not kill a single 
Jew. ,j
